that municipal leaders will 
have a better understanding 
in how to handle transit is¬ 
sues if they use the system. 

TRUE made the challenge 
public in a forum at the City 
Centre Mall yesterday 
that will “coincide 


with the city’s budget delib¬ 
erations, which afforded an 
opportunity to increase the 
transit budget and reconsid¬ 
er the proposed fare in¬ 
crease,” the group said on 
its website. 

“Councillors will gain 
s > an appreciation for 


the strengths and weak¬ 
nesses of Edmonton’s tran¬ 
sit system, and will be able 
to base their future deci¬ 
sions on first-hand experi¬ 
ence,” said the group in a 
statement. 

Edmonton Transit is go¬ 
ing through a period of 
transition as it prepares to 
open a new light rail exten¬ 
sion to the south side and 
scrap its venerable fleet of 
trolley buses.

Friends of Medicare are 
crying foul on nine Alberta 
medical operations that 
they say are violation of 
the Canada Health Act. 

These for-profit clinics 
across the province offer ex¬ 
pedited medical services 
like checkups, advice, and 
prescription renewals — all 


for a price. 

One such Edmonton 
clinic, Dominion Medical 
Centres, offers “executive 
health examinations” in 
which patients are given 
vision and hearing testing, 
cancer screening, and CT 
scanning for $1,050. 

“They’re simply charging 
so people can gain access in 
a market where there’s a 
shortage of doctors,” said 
Friends of Medicare 


spokesman David Eggan. 

Eggan says most family 
doctors have a list upwards 
of 1,200 patients, and it’s 
tempting for physicians to 
set themselves up in pay- 
for practices, to cut down 
the numbers. 

“But it’s not like this pri¬ 
vate system is helping the 
public overall. What 
they’re doing is fencing off 
a piece of our health care 
system. Nobody gains from 


that, we’re not building 
our capacity, and just scat¬ 
tering off into pieces. 

Eggan is calling on Health 
Minister Ron Liepert to en¬ 
sure suspected violations 
don’t continue, as the local 
health authority could face 
federal reparations. 

“When you don’t en¬ 
force the law, you send a 
message to people that it’s 
okay to break that law,” 
Eggan said.

The aide even 
conceded that non¬ 
economic promises 
made by the Con¬ 
servatives in the last 
campaign would 
likely take a back¬ 
seat. 

Harper yesterday 
held a conference 
call with premiers 
and territorial lead¬ 
ers to brief them on 
his weekend discussions at 
the G20 meeting. 

Accelerated infrastruc¬ 
ture spending is seen as 
one remedy by industry ex¬ 
perts.

The inmates can surely 
do better than this — 
and in this 40th parlia¬ 
ment there is hope the dis¬ 
cord can be turned to har¬ 
mony. A global economic 
crisis tends to focus the 
mind beyond the flimsy. 

We have a prime minister 
who seems less uptight than 
he was in his first confronta¬ 
tional term, when it was 
like he was on a baby seal 
hunt. Stephen Harper met 
with the premiers last week, 
making peace around the 
table. He met with his party 
flock in Winnipeg and, 
sounding like he’s becoming 
attuned to the Canadian 
mainstream, issued a warn¬ 
ing against being ideological. 
He sat down with world lead¬ 
ers in Washington to gain a 
greater global perspective.

The Liberals are in the 
course of electing a new 
leader, meaning there 
should be no attempts to 
bring down the government 
for at least a year to come. The 
opposition parties will rant 
and rave about the govern¬ 
ment heading into deficit, but 
it’s a red herring. There’s 
nothing wrong with run¬ 
ning a modest deficit, as Mr. 
Harper has stated, as long as it 
isn’t for the long term. 


The example of a new 
more mature government 
in the U.S. may spread here 
and elsewhere. There is a 
wide sense, given the loom¬ 
ing global crisis, that co-op¬ 
eration should replace con¬ 
frontation. In Washington 
it was a group of 20 leaders 
— Paul Martin’s original 
idea — that met instead of 
the unrepresentative G8. In 
Afghanistan, the president 
is inviting the Taliban for 
peace talks, something our 
government should be en¬ 
couraging. 

After a first term in which 
he seemed to spend more 
time undermining democ¬ 
racy than adorning it, 
Stephen Harper appears to 
have moved beyond the 
point of petty squabbling. 
Other political leaders in Ot¬ 
tawa will hopefully show 
the same rational spirit. It’s 
no time for the small stuff.

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Privacy, security go hand in hand

For more than a decade, I 
have been advancing the 
concept that technology has 
the ability not only to en¬ 
croach upon privacy - but 
also to protect it. Since the 
1990s, I have been advocat¬ 
ing that we can eliminate 
the “zero-sum” game of sac¬ 
rificing privacy in favour of 
security - but only if we ad¬ 
dress how to protect privacy 
while we are creating new 
security technologies. 

In other words, we must 
opt for a “positive-sum” sce¬ 
nario wherein privacy and 
security can both co-exist. In 
doing so, we enlist technolo¬ 
gy to protect privacy and 
safeguard personal informa¬ 
tion through privacy-en¬ 
hancing technologies, called 
PETs. 

When applied to tech¬ 
nologies of surveillance, 


PETs can lit¬ 
erally trans¬ 
form a secu¬ 
rity technol¬ 
ogy to one 
that is pro¬ 
tective, 
rather than 
invasive, of 
privacy — 
hence my 
term for them: transforma¬ 
tive technologies. But this 
can only happen if privacy 
is built directly into the ar¬ 
chitecture of a technology, 
at the developmental stage. 
I call this “privacy by de¬ 
sign” — embedding privacy 
into the design specifica¬ 
tions of whatever technolo¬ 
gy is involved. 

One example of this is the 
new Enhanced Drivers’ Li¬ 
cences (EDLs) that at least 
four provinces are develop¬ 
ing. Starting next summer, 
Canadians who are not car¬ 


rying a passport must have 
an enhanced drivers’ li¬ 
cence that meets U.S. stan¬ 
dards in order to cross the 
U.S. border. B.C. already has 
a pilot project under way, 
and Ontario, Manitoba and 
Quebec will soon be launch¬ 
ing EDL programs. A num¬ 
ber of other provinces are 
considering this. These en¬ 
hanced drivers’ licences 
must include a radio fre¬ 
quency identification (RFID) 
tag in order to be accepted 
at the U.S. border. However, 
RFID tags are vulnerable to 
a number of security weak¬ 
nesses that leave them open 
to eavesdropping, surveil¬ 
lance and identity theft. 

That is why we must pre¬ 
vent the unauthorized disclo¬ 
sure of the information em¬ 
bedded in an RFID chip. Cur¬ 
rently, the suggested method 
for allowing cardholders a 
measure of privacy is to pro¬ 


vide them with an electroni¬ 
cally opaque sleeve, called a 
Faraday Cage, which would 
block file transmission of in¬ 
formation from the RFID. 
However, the truth is that 
most people won’t remem¬ 
ber to use the sleeve. In my 
view, the simplest and most 
elegant solution would be to 
add an “on/off” switch to the 
RFID chip. And this is becom¬ 
ing quite feasible. There are 
already several companies 
that have successfully devel¬ 
oped and tested “on/off” 
switches for RFID chips. 

We can achieve privacy 
without losing functionality, 
but only if we lead with pri¬ 
vacy and embed it into the 
design and architecture of 
all new technologies — a 
true “win/win” for eveiyone.

No favourites in Montreal-Calgary Grey Cup showdown

le Alouettes lost only two 
of their 10 home games this 
season — one of those was a 
meaningless match in 
which their all-star quarter¬ 
back did not play — and yet 
they are not favoured for 
Sunday’s Grey Cup game in 


Montreal. 

No, the oddsmalcers de¬ 
cided yesterday to make the 
game between the Als and 
the visiting Calgary Stam- 
peders a pick, meaning bet¬ 
tors will have to lay $1.10 ei¬ 
ther way to win a dollar. 

“If the game were being 
played at a neutral site, Cal¬ 
gary definitely would be 
favoured,” Canadian handi- 
capper Randall (The Handle) 
Steinberg, who is primarily 
responsible for establishing 
point spreads on CFL 
games, told me yesterday. 


“The Stampeders come 
out of a much tougher divi¬ 
sion in the West and they 
didn’t get to play the weak¬ 
er Eastern teams as much as 
Montreal did. So, in reality, 
Calgaiy is the better team. 
But home-field advantage 
matters, and Montreal has 
that, so the game has to be a 
pick.” 

Actually, the Stamps were 
one of the only two teams 
to defeat the Als in Montre¬ 
al this season — a 23-19 tri¬ 
umph back on July 19. The 
Als’ only other loss in Mon¬ 


treal was on Oct. 26, when 
the Winnipeg Blue Bombers 
defeated them 24-23. That 
game was meaningless, 
however, because the Als al¬ 
ready had locked up first 
place in the East and decid¬ 
ed to rest QB Anthony 
Calvillo. Calvillo’s backup 
played instead and, well, 
let’s just say Marcus Brady is 
no Tom Brady.

The guy in the next cubi¬ 
cle sounds like he’s hack¬ 
ing up a lung. Annoying, 
eh? But, guess what? Next 
time you have a cough, 
you’ll probably go to work 
too. 

Cadbury, the makers of 
Halls menthol-lyptus 
cough drops, did a survey 
of 1,000 Canadians to 
tickle out their feelings 
about coughing. One 
amusing result was that 
while 68 per cent of us are 
irritated by people com¬ 
ing to work sick, 62 per 
cent of us admit that we 
also go to work with a 
cold and cough. 

The older we are, the 


crankier we get about 
coughing co-workers. 
More people aged 35 to 54 
are bothered (80 per cent) 
than the more carefree 
folks aged 18 to 34 (55 per 
cent). 

While there’s not much 
we can do about other 
people’s hacking, there 
are ways to diminish our 
own coughing fits. “You 
can have some control 
and shorten the duration 
of your cough,” says Dr. 
Brian Levine, medical di¬ 
rector of The Cough Cen¬ 
tre in Orange County, 
Calif. Here are his tips for 
the four stages of a cough: 

1) First stage You feel a 
heavy head, you’re drag¬ 
ging. Your throat is itchy. 
You have a clear ing-your- 
throat-type cough. “This 


is the most infectious 
stage,” says Dr. Levine. 
“And also the stage you 
can do the most about.” 
Dial down your schedule 
to help you fight off infec¬ 
tion. Get lots of rest, 
drink fruit juices, and in¬ 
crease antioxidant intake 
by eating more fruits and 
vegetables. 

2) Second stage You are 

actually getting the cold. 
You’re sneezing and have 
a scratchy throat. This is a 
dry-sounding cough, 
which comes in short 
bursts. It’s infectious. 
“Get lots of sleep. Drink 
lots of fluids to hydrate 
and loosen secretions and 
flush out toxins,” says Dr. 
Levine. 

3) Third stage Now you 

have a sore throat and con¬ 


gestion; you may have 
fever and chills. This 
cough is “deep and loud 
and wet and distracting” 
and is the one that most ir¬ 
ritates co-workers. It is still 
infectious. Use saline nasal 
rinses twice a day and use 
a warm steam vapourizer 
at night. Don’t exercise. 
“Mellow out. Take it easy 
and build up your endor¬ 
phins. Read a good book. 
Listen to great music.” 

4) Final stage You are 
feeling better, but still 
have a tight cough with a 
wheeze at the end. This 
cough is not infectious. 
Emphasize protein in 
your diet. Get back to ex¬ 
ercising, especially 

stretching and strength¬ 
ening. Do deep breathing 
exercises.

-he tragic death of 

Ontario’s Brandon 
Crisp — who died 
after running away 
from home after a 
gaming argument — has 
raised serious concerns 
about teens and online 
gaming. But parents aren’t 
the only ones struggling. If 
you’ve heard the phrase, 
“Five more minutes, hon” 
one too many times from 
your beloved, you may 
have come to be known as 
a ‘Game Widow.’ And the 
consequences can be equal¬ 
ly serious. 

Game Widow author 
Wendy Kays tells me about 
one couple in which the 
husband was a stay-at- 
home dad, except his obses¬ 
sive online gaming habit 
left little time for parent¬ 
ing. Through the game he 
met a female avatar (your 
online character) and mar¬ 
ried her online, convinced 
he wasn’t cheating because 
it was only a game. When 
his teenage son discovered 
this, his father told him not 
to tell mom, showering the 
boy with gifts and attention 


to keep him quiet. The son 
eventually attempted sui¬ 
cide. 

With the explosion of 
MMORPG’s (multiple mas¬ 
sive online role-playing 
games, like Second Life and 
World of Warcraft), the 
number of

growing, er¬ 
go, the 
number of 
Game Wid¬ 
ows.

about 10 to Author Wendy Kays 

20 per cent 

of those who play these 
games become obsessed, 
but considering that World 
of Warcraft alone has about 
10 million players world¬ 
wide, based on population 
statistics, there are proba¬ 
bly one million Game Wid¬ 
ows for that one game 
alone. “And that’s low 
balling it,” says Kays. 

How do you know if your 
partner has a problem? “It’s 
hard to put a number on it. 

In fact, some people like 
that their partner spends so 
much time online because 
it frees them up to do what 
they want. I say that if you 
are emotionally involved 
with a game you’ve never 
played, you’re a Game Wid¬ 
ow,” says Kays. 

The biggest problem 
with these games is some¬ 
thing Kays refers to as “the 
glue,” that is, the aspect of 


these games that gets men 
and women players emo¬ 
tionally involved. “You 
have a unique persona and 
relationships with other 
people in a fantasy world 
you control, that may feel 
more fulfilling than your 
real life.” 

And having a 
partner con¬ 
stantly at you 
to stop often 
only succeeds 
in pushing 
them deeper 
into their feel¬ 
good world. 
Kays, a former Game Wid¬ 
ow herself, suggests instead 
that you disengage with the 
person and the activity. 
“Don’t bring them food or 
take care of their chores 
while they play, and stop 
apologizing or making ex¬ 
cuses when they don’t 
show up for family events 
or call in sick for work be¬ 
cause they’d rather be gam¬ 
ing.” 

Then, map out a “game 
time” and “you time” calen¬ 
dar together. “When we did 
it, I stopped nagging be¬ 
cause I knew my time was 
on the calendar,” says Kays. 
“And he realized he wanted 
to play more than he had 
estimated, which was an 


eye opener for him.”

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Serena Ryder is doing OK 

Singer-songwriter blends soulful vocals with folk and rock sounds

When Serena Ryder won 
the Juno Award for Best 
New Artist in April, many 
were left scratching their 
heads. 

“They probably think 
I’m a lot more talented 
than I actually am!” Ryder 
says, laughing. 

Surely, it was not in criti¬ 
cism of Ryder’s deserved¬ 
ness of the accolade. But to 
them, her name was noth¬ 
ing new at all. She’s just 
one member of a group of 
underrated Canadian fe¬ 
male singer/songwriters, 
which also includes Emm 
Gryner, Damhnait Doyle 
and Esthero. 

Ryder may have been ac¬ 
tive in the Canadian music 
industry for years before 
nabbing the Juno, but in 
collecting the honour, the 
25-year-old found opportu¬ 
nity for self-renewal. 

“That’s kind of a global 
desire to have that new¬ 
ness in the world, to feel 
like you’re starting over 
again and to have a fresh 
start,” she says. “I think 
it’s amazing that they be¬ 
lieve I’m at the beginning 
of my career. That gives 
me the inspiration to go a 
lot further.” 

While the acknowledge¬ 
ment wasn’t needed, it did 
reassure her that the in¬ 
dustry was finally becom¬ 
ing more receptive of her. 
“It’s given me that feeling 
inside my belly that I feel 
like I have the support be¬ 


hind me,” she says. “That’s 
one of the most important 
things, as a human in this 
world, to have that sup¬ 


port and know your peers 
and family are all behind 
you.” 

That level of endorse¬ 


ment resulted in the emo¬ 
tionally fitful soul bearing 
contained on Is It O.K., Ry¬ 
der’s new studio album. 


“That pain is an im¬ 
portant part of our 
lives. A lot of this 
record was me 
allowing that pain 
to come out and to 
be present in the 
process.” 

Serena Ryder 

With her indefinably 
strong but savoury vocals 
and guitar-led folk rock in¬ 
strumentation, Ryder says 
she was able to release the 
pain she was feeling, 
which she says is typically 
suppressed by most. 

“That pain is an impor¬ 
tant part of our lives. A lot 
of this record was me al¬ 
lowing that pain to come 
out and to be present in 
the process.” 

Her lead single, Little Bit 
of Red, exemplifies that 
liberation. At the height of 
the song’s chorus, Ryder 
sings, “Your black and 
white needs a little bit of 
red,” reflecting on her 
frustration with constant 
human urge for self-defini¬ 
tion in order to feel com¬ 
fort. 

“I like to think of the 
line as maybe even bleed¬ 
ing a little bit,” she says. 
“The song is really about 
trying to fit yourself into 
those boxes and using 
those boxes as excuses for 
a lot of your fears. But hu¬ 
mans are multi-faceted be¬ 
ings. There’s never one 
thing that can define us.”

Hollywood out of touch 
with U.S. morals: Poll 


Most Americans believe 
that Hollywood is out of 
step and doesn’t share 
their moral values, accord¬ 
ing to a new poll. 

Sixty-one per cent of 
people surveyed in the poll 
commissioned by the Anti- 
Defamation League (ADL) 
said that religious values 
in America are under at¬ 
tack. 

And nearly 60 per cent of 
the 1,000 adults ques¬ 
tioned agreed that the peo¬ 
ple who run the TV net¬ 
works and the major 
movie studios do not share 
the religious and moral 
values of most Americans. 

“These findings point to 
the challenges that we face 
in dealing with issues of re¬ 
ligion in society,” said 
Abraham H. Foxman, the 
national director of the 


ADL. 

The belief that re¬ 
ligion is under at¬ 
tack underlies the 
drive to incorporate 
more religion into 
American public life. 
“Disturbingly, 43 per 
cent of Americans be¬ 
lieve there is an or¬ 
ganized campaign by 
Hollywood and the 
national media to 
weaken the influence 
of religious values in 
this country,” he 
added in a statement. 

The poll, conducted 
by the Marttila Com¬ 
munications Group, al¬ 
so showed that 61 per¬ 
cent of people agree that 
religious values are under 
attack in this country, 
compared to 36 percent 
who disagree.

IN THE FIRST half-hour, 
when barely a recogniza¬ 
ble human word is heard, 
and the camera moves 
restlessly over a devastat¬ 
ed Earthly landscape circa 
2700, you might think 
you’re about to be 
schooled in an animated 
version of A1 Gore’s vision 
of the environmental 
apocalypse. 

But you’d be wrong. Far 
from being a downer dia¬ 
tribe on our worst human 
follies, Pixar’s latest gem 
is a love story. WALL-E 
(Waste Allocation Load 
Lifter Earth-class), the lit¬ 
tle robot who could, has 
been cleaning up the 
Earth for hundreds of 


years after the last human 
has left following a global 
disaster. He cheerfully 
compacts trash into cubes 
before stacking them up. 

Aside from his little 
cockroach friend, he’s 
alone and often lonely. 
That is, until a sleek white 
bot named EVE shows up 
to search for some extra¬ 
terrestrial vegetation to 
evaluate. 

WALL-E is a goggle-eyed 
rust-pot with treads for 
feet and a big thumping 
mechanical heart; he’s R2- 
D2 and E.T. smashed into 
one irresistible mobile 
love machine. A delight 
for both children and 
adults alike. 

Extras include deleted 
scenes, humorous shorts 
about the film’s fantasy 
BnL corporation, a fea- 
turette about the history 
of Pixar and Presto, the su¬ 
perb animated short that 
preceded theatrical scr¬ 
eenings. 

Tropic Thunder

THE HIGH CONCEPT OF 

this Hollywood parody is 


not exactly a triumph of 
originality: A group of pri- 
ma donna actors filming a 
Vietnam War epic in the 
jungles of Southeast Asia 
suddenly find themselves 
in a real war, courtesy of 
drug-smuggling guerrillas 
who don’t appreciate vis¬ 
its. Hilarity, and a canon- 
nade of profanity ensue. 

The actors — the troupe 
includes Robert Downey 
Jr., Ben Stiller, Jack Black, 
Tom Cruise, Matthew Mc- 
Conaughey and Nick 
Nolte — are ah trying to 
one-up each other for out¬ 
rageous characterizations, 
both for fun and for real, 
and here’s where Tropic 
Thunder gets interesting. 

You can view this movie 
on several levels. At its 
most basic, it’s rude war 
satire. At its most cerebral, 
it’s group therapy for ac¬ 
tors who really are prima 
donnas. In between, it’s a 
gross-out contest involv¬ 
ing fart gags, drug abuse 
and cruel humour about 
“homos” and “retards.” 

If you’re offended by 
Tropic Thunder, well, 
you’re supposed to be. But 
you’re also supposed to 
laugh at how shrewd it is 


about being offensive. 
Don’t worry if that’s con¬ 
fusing; there’s plenty of 
company up there on the 
screen. 

The DVD offers more to 
like and/or to get your 
knickers knotted over, es¬ 
pecially in the abundance 
of deleted and extended 
scenes, including an alter¬ 
nate ending. There are al¬ 
so director and cast com¬ 
mentaries and several 
malcing-of featurettes, in¬ 
cluding one aptly titled, 
Blowing S#%t Up.

A LITTLE BIT OF Canada

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Chicken with Apricots 
and Cumin 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) sunflower oil 
8 chicken thighs, about 1 lb 
(500 g) in total 

1 onion, sliced 

2 garlic cloves, chopped 

1 tsp (10 mL) ground cumin 
1 tsp (10 mL) ground cilantro 
1-2/3 cups (400 mL) chicken 
stock 

3 carrots, halved crosswise, 
then each half cut into 6 to 8 
thick pieces 

1 bulb fennel, halved 
lengthwise, then cut crosswise 
into slices 

5 ripe but firm apricots, pitted 

and quartered 

Salt and fresh-ground black 

pepper 

Chopped fennel leaves from 
the bulb, or herb fennel 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in a large Dutch 
oven over medium heat. Add 
chicken thighs and saute until 
golden brown all over, 5 to 10 
minutes. Remove from the pot. 
Add onion and garlic to Dutch 
oven and saute until soft and 
golden, about 5 minutes. 

2. Stir in cumin and cilantro 


and saute 1 minute. Pour in 
stock, and return chicken to 
the Dutch oven together with 
carrots and fennel. Bring to a 
boil and stir well. Reduce heat, 
cover, and simmer until chick¬ 
en is tender and juices run 
clear when the thickest part is 
pierced with a knife, about 30 
minutes. Uncover and, if there 
is too much liquid, boil to re¬ 
duce slightly. 

3. Add apricots to Dutch oven 
and stir gently to mix. Simmer 
over low heat 5 minutes 
longer. 

4. Season to taste with salt and 
pepper, sprinkle with fennel 
leaves, and serve with rice or 
potatoes.
